One gathered his intentions at times 
more vividly from his gestures than 
from the music itself. More than 
once his expression and movement 
revealed that in his mind he was 
erecting a tremendous climax, only 
to have it fall to pieces beneath his 
hands. 

Other Points of Directing. 

In laboring for delicacy, he some- 
times sacrificed clearness, as in the 
line characterizing 
the folk-song theme of the Brahms 
In the “Romeo and Juliet,” 
he was #0 enamored of the lovely 
pulsing figure in the horns as to per- 
mit them to drown the oboe'’s melo- 
dy. One felt that he was prone to 
change his mind in the very midst of 
a nuance. His beat, too, must be 
rather confusing until one.is accus- 
It was not always in- 
cisive; as a member of the orchestra 
put it, he beats time by phrases 
rather than by bars. Sometimes he 
lets several measures pass without a 
perceptible beat; then, again, he 
crowds numerous beats into one 
measure. He varies the tempo erat- 
ically, at moments. In release he is 
often more precise than in attack. 

He impressed one as having to a 
degree that gift of the gods, creative 
imagination, but as not always suc- 
ceeding in communicating it to his 
players—bearing in mind, of course, 
the handicaps under which a con- 
ductor labors in his situation. No 
for instance, his devotion 
to the Brahmg symphony, which is so 
rich and lovely that one even skim- 


| ming the surface cannot fail to find 


beautiful gems; yet for some of us 


the reading lacked depth and soul. 


No doubt Toscanini has spoiled us 


| for the interpretation of Brahma. 


Spiering received much applause,

for James W. Byrnes for the Lemo- 
cratic nomination, and Burkham was 
credited with no votes, or with only 
a@ few, against 55 to 120 for Kiel. 

Investigation of similar returns, in 
fhe city primary of last August. re- 
sulted in the indictment of 59 judges 
and clerks of election, in 10 pre- 
<incts of nine wards, on charge of 
making a false count and return. 

The prosecution of these 69 now 
depends on tpe decision of the State 
Bupreme Court in a suit filed by H.

EPORTS from Jefferson City indicate the near possibility that 

will be granted a boxing law—on trial. Country legislators already 
have issued a warning that they are voting for the American Legion boxing 
bill because they think the men who fought across the seas should have 


almost anything they desire, in reason. 


But, add the country Solons, “y 


the privilege is abused and the ganie is not kept clean, we will repeal the 


Bill in two years.” 

That would be an eminently fair 
proposition, if all boxing were to 
be under Legion control; but it 
will not be. The Legislature is en- 
dowing a commission with power 
to keep the game clean and the 
warning should not be te the au- 
thors of the bill, but to the men 
who later are entrusted with the 
enforcement of its details. 

This will be difficult no matter 
what the honesty and industry of 
the commissioners may be, because 
of lack of co-operation on the part 
of the various eommissions of the 
country. When the various State 
bodies join a national organization 
—one recentiy was formed—and 
all abide the national rulings, the 
game can be kept cleaner than the 
proverbial hound’s tooth; but not

HE Legion bill has sidestepped 
the question of decisions and 
left this up to the discretion 
the commissioners. Perhaps it 
is just as well, for there is a divic- 
ed sentiment on this subject.

Lutherans have just completed a 
year of relief work in Poland, de- 
signed to help Poles to help them- 
gselves, which is highly gratifying to 
Dr. John Alfred Moorhead, Euro- 


‘pean commissioner of the National 
Lutheran Council of America, who 
has just finished an inspection tour 
in Poland. 

“With $250,000 which we loaned 
to Polish farmers, and did not give 
to them, we have enabled the agri- 
culturists in nearly 590 villages, with 
a total population of probably 400,- 
000, to erect temporary homes, re- 
store their farms and become self- 
supporting.” said Dr. Moorhead. “I 
“have just visited the section to which 
the loans were made. The farmers 
have paid 4 per cent interest on the 
small loans, as they agreed, and in 
some cases they have even paid off 
the principal In a single year.” 

People Build Homes. 

The villages aided by the Amer- 
fcan Lutherans are chiefly in the 
vicinity of Lublin and Cholm, where 
Dr. Moorhead found the population 
living in cellars and shacks in the 
fall of 1919. The country had been 
laid waste by years of fighting. It 
was a land of small farmers having 
tracts of land varying from five to 
40 acres, but with little machinery, 
no stables, no houses, no animals 


and no seed.

When the farmers asked Dr. 
Moorhead for food and clothing he 
called together local committees and 
told them he would rather help the 
communities re-establish themselves 
on a permanent basis than grant 
temporary relief. which would only 
better their sittiation for a short 
time. Loan banks were established 
In each of the villages under the 
direction of local committees, An 
Agreement was reached with the 
Covernment whereby the impover- 
ished emall land owners were to 
have timber at a nominal price and 
sinall loans, seldom exceeding $200 
to a family, secured on real estate 
mortgages, were made for the pur- 
chase of necessary food, implements, 
cows, horses and seed. 

The farmers were able to get thelr 
fall plowing done and many of them 
planted rye. Buildings were thrown 
up and spring found them ready to 
plant vegetables. wheat and other 
grain. The $250.000 advanced. by 
the American Lutherans was equiva- 
lent to roughly $5,009,000 Polish 
marks because of the favorable ex- 
change. 

Prices for grain and vegetables 
were so high in Poland last summer 
that the families which had planted 
crops realized a handsome income 
and were able to pay their interest 
and make other needed improvre- 
ments on their farms in preparation 
cor next year. 

Villagers Cheer Tp. 

“T found the villagers have a 4dif- 
ferent outlook upon life.”’ said Dr. 
Moorhead. “The spirit of hopeless- 
nees and ruin is gone. Workmen 
and merchants have profited by the 
good fortune of the farmers, and 
there has been a general spiritual. as 
well as an economic, regeneration. 
The plan Arorked so well that the 
interest is being used to help »ther 
villages and additional appropria- 
tions will be made from our re! lief | 
funds to extend this sort of relief in 
Poland. 

The villages assisted were made up 
chiefly of Lutherans, but where there | 
were Jewish and Catholic farmers in| 
the communities these were also 
aided by the loan banks. In many of! 
the villages assistance was also ex- 
tended to textile workers, whose 
handlooms had been destroyed, and ' 
the peasant home industries are be-| 
ing restored. 

All in all, the American Lutherans | 
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have given $3,000,000 for European

ing the adjournment of the regular session. At Kan- 
sas City, Dec. 22, Mr. Hyde, then Governor-elect, de- | 
Clared he would call a special session to deal with the 
subject of providing ways for the expenditure of the 
$60,000,000 road fund voted by the people, “immediate- 
ly after the close of the regular session.” As Gover- 
nor, Mr. Hyde repeated this pledge on Feb. 3. A 
few days later, on Feb. 7, following Attorney-Gen- 
eral Barrett’s opinion as to the availability of auto- 


mobile license fees for paying the interest on the 
road bonds, Gov. Hyde said he would call a “special 
session for this purpose.” And in his special mes- 
Sage to the Legislature, on Feb. 15, the Governor af- 
firmed: | 
I agree, in less than six weeks after the ad- | 
journment of this session. to call a special ses- 
sion to consider road legislation. 
In the face of such reiterated pledges, the Gover- | 
nor, manifestly, could only consider postponement | 
for the gravest reason. Nothing of that nature ap- | 
‘pears. The Governor's rumored inclination to post- | 
| pone the special session is the prospect of a con- | 
gressional redistricting act at the forthcoming | 
| special session of Congress. But surely that action | 
| Cannot seriously be advanced as a warrant for the

There is yet another reason why Gov. Hyde cannot | 
approve this political scheme for delaying the State's | 
road program. It was his assurance that the spe-| 
Cial session would be called immediately after the’ 
regular session that procured the indorsement of the | 
Missouri Good Roads Federation. That organization | 
and all the other progressive bodies in the State ac- 
cepted the Governor's explanation in good faith that 
the regular session, in view of the volume of reform 
and remedial legislation it was obligated to enact, 
would not have time to go into the admittedly diffi- 
cult subject of good roads legislation. They accept- 
ed in good faith the Governor's explicit promises that 
the special session would be ‘called without delay. 
They have, therefore, made no attempt to press the 
matter of good roads legislation at the regular seg- 
sion. 

The 
progressive citizens of the State, who are determined | 
that Missouri must have good roads, supposed Gov.
